WINTER MULCHING REDUCES 
FROST INJURY TO PLANTS 


Damage from soil heaving should 
not be a problem on the organic home- 
stead. When soil is in good tilth, with 
good draining characteristics built in 
by steady applications of compost and 
humus, its tendency to freeze in layers 
and to heave is sharply reduced. 

To the above sound practice, a con- 
sistent mulching program that pro- 
tects both the topsoil and perennials 
should be added, particularly at the 
onset of winter. 

Finally, it should be borne in mind 
that soil heaving is a characteristic 
mainly of neglected, exposed land.
